These  companies 
have  also  a.^n-eed  to  arrano-e.  at  the  single  fare  before  mentioned,  various  special  excursions  to 
the  numerous  historical  and  .nher  points  of  interest  throughout  Canada.

The  site  was  first  visited  in  1535,  by  Jacques  Cartier,  who  was  commissioned  as  explorer  by 
Francis  I  of  h'rance.  He  found  here  a  })alisaded  villat^e  of  1,200  Indians  of  the  Mohawk  stock, 
which  was  named  Hocheia^ra,  and  was  not  far  from  a  hill  which  he  ascended  and  called  Mont 
Royal.  In  1616,  Chainplain,  the  founder  and  first  (iovernor  of  Canada,  came  up  the  ri\er,  chose  the 
site  of  the  existing  Custom  House  for  a  future  town,  and  established  there  a  coui)le  of  habitations. 
There  were  then  large  meadows,  which  once  had  been  cultivated  by  the  Indians,  who,  owing  to 
wars,  had  entirely  deserted  the  Island  ;  and,  exce[)t  for  trading  at  certain  seasons,  it  remained 
deserted  till,  on  the  iHth  of  May,  1642,  at  the  site  aforesaid,  the  town  was  founded,  by  a  guild  of 
religious  enthusiasts,  who  chose  this  dangcro'.is  situation  for  a  post  of  forlorn  hope  in  the  conversion 
of  the  Indians.  The  leader  of  tlie  colonx'  was  Sieur  Paul  de  Chomedy  de  Mai.sonneuve.  Of  their 
battles  with  the  savage  foes  of  New  h'rance,  the  old  streets  retain  man}-  a  tragic  legend,  among 
which  inay  be  instanced  de  Maisonneuxe's  combat  with  an  Indian  Chief,  which  ga\e  name  tf)  the 
Place  d'Armes,  ;  the  legend  of  DoUard  ;  and  that  of  the  Miraculous  handkerchief  of  Pcrc  le 
Maitre.  The  old  town  was  the  hcadciuarters  of  I'reiich  trading  and  exploration  through  the  west. 
Here  can  he  pointed  out  the  spots  where  dwelt  La  Salle,  the  Mississip])i  explorer  ;  I)u  L'hut,  the 
founder  of  Duluth  ;  Cadillac,  fountler  of  Detroit;  Bienxillc,  founder  of  New  Orleans,  and  (others, 
With  the  capitulation  of  Montreal  to  Sir  Jeffrey  Amherst  in  1760,  fell  the  old  regime,  and  the 
new  order  came  in.  The  jilace  of  capitulation  u  as  a  cottage  now  in  ruins,  near  the  Cote  des  Xeiges

(211  feet)and  an  examination  of  the  hu-cst  bell  on  the  continent.  Notre  Dame  de  Lourdes  and  the 
Gcsu  are  show  churches  on  account  of  their  frescoes.  The  French  Protestant  Mission  churches,  on 
the  other  hand,  are  worth)-  of  special  inc|uiry'. 

Of  charitable  institutions,  there  are  many.     The  most  strikin-  is  the  new  Victoria  1  hospital. 
The  Mackay  Deaf  and   Dumb  Institute  and  Ladies'   Benevolent   Institution  are  worth  a  visit.' 
Mount  Royal  Park  and  thclsland  Park,especiallvthe  former,  are  the  chief  pride  of  thecity.  Making 
a  fair  bargain  with  a  cabman  at  tariff  rates,  have  him  drive  you  along  one  of  the  winding  roads  to 
the  summit  and  stop  at  the  outlook  and  obser\ator>-.    Below  will  be  seen  the  cit>-  spread  out  before 
>-ou  to  the  St.  Lawrence.    The  grey  centipede  crossing  it  is  the  tubular  Victoria  Bridge,  two  miles 
in  length  built  for  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway  in  i860,  bx-  Robert  Stephenson,  son  of  the  inventor  of 
the  locomotive.   It  is  (jne  of  the  greatest  public  works  existing.      Inniher  up  the  stream,  above  the 
fla.shing  Lachine  Rapids,  is  descried  the  light  cantilever  bridge  of  the  Canadian   Pacific.    Straight 
oi^posite  Montreal   is  Longueuil,  distinguished  b>-  its  huge  church,  which  stands  on  the  foundatLi 
of  the  castle  of  the  Barons  of  Longueuil.      I<  urther  up  the  River  is  St.  Lambert,  and  higher  still, 
Laprairie.
